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The 1930 annual meeting will be 
held in the Hotel Peabody, Mem- 
phis, Tennessee, May 5, 6, 7 and 8. 
The meeting proper will begin on the 
evening of May 5 with the usual 
general session at which there will be 
the president’s address, the report of 
the managing director and the award 
of the Trudeau Medal. 

At the recommendation of the Pro- 
gram Committee which met in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., on September 27, the 
President, Dr, Linsly R. Williams,

Administrative Section, Harry Hop- 
kins, Director New York Tubercu-

The Committee decided to have 
three sessions of the Clinical Section, 
three of the Pathological, three Socio- 
logical, and two Administrative. The 
Clinical Section is planning one ses- 
sion on the differential diagnosis of 
tuberculosis, another on phrenicoto- 
my, and a third for miscellaneous 
papers. The Pathological Section is 
suggesting one session on immunity 
and resistance, a second session on the 
reports of those -working under the 
Committee on Medical Research, 
and a third session of miscellaneous 


Papers. 


Twenty-sixth -Annual Meeting 


UNIVERSITY OF WASHINGTO 


One session of the Sociological Sec- 
tion will be devoted to the topic of 
tuberculosis among Negroes. The 
second session will be on the subject 
of “Measurement of Results on the 
Tuberculosis Problem of a General- 
ized Nursing Service” and it is hoped 
to have a statistician and a sociolo- 
gist report on their appraisal of the 
work of a southern city. The third 
session will be on child health edu- 
cation. 

For the Administrative Section it 
has been suggested that one session 
might be devoted to a publicity criti- 
que similar to the one held at the 
1929 meeting in Atlantic City. It 
was suggested that printed matter be 
used as the subject for discussion next 
year. The other session may be de- 
voted to the same sort of demonstra- 
tion of rural health education that 
was given by representatives of Tus- 
kegee Institute at the Southern Tu- 
berculosis Conference in Nashville on 


September 26. 


The National Conference of Tu- 
berculosis Secretaries is planning to 
use Monday, May 5, for three meet- 
ings to be held simultaneously. One 
will be for the executives of the state 
tuberculosis associations, another for 
the executives of the associations in 
larger cities and a third for the ex- 
ecutives of associations in smaller 
counties or cities. 

The annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Sanatorium Association probably 
will be held also on May 5, 1930, at 
the Hotel Peabody.

The film was produced by East- 
man Teaching Films, under the 
supervision of Professor ©, E. Turn- 
er of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, who drew upon the 
National Association for suggestions 
and technical advice. It shows the 
nature of the tubercle bacillus, how 
it is walled off in lung tissue, how 
the early signs of the disease may be 
detected in children, and how a child 
should be protected. It is not a med- 
ical treatise but a simple exposition 
of the biology of tuberculosis, with 
emphasis on health habits and _pro- 
cedures designed to prevent or over- 
come infection.

Guide for a Health Program—by 
Jessie I. Lummis and Williedell 
Schawe. World Book Co. This is 
a teacher’s manual for Grades I, II 
and III, giving lessons and projects 
paralleling the material in the au- 
thors’ series of Health Readers, The 
Safety Hill of Health (Book I); 
Building My House of Health 
(Book II), and The Road of Health 
to Grown-up Town (Book III). 
The Guide, however, may be used 
without the readers or vice versa. 
The material presented has been 
thoroughly tested in Denver College 
classrooms and is given in clear-cut 
fashion. Practical suggestions for 
games, dramatizations and other ac- 
tivities are included. 
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In Training for Health—by C. E. 
Turner, Dr. P. H. and Jeanie Pinck- 
ney, M.A. D. C. Heath and Co. 
This book has been developed from 
classroom situations in experimental 
teaching with fourth grade children 
in Malden and Cambridge, Mass. 
The responsibility of the individual 
pupil in developing sound health prac- 
tices is emphasized. The program as 
presented is primarily one of activity 
and health training and is well adapt- 
ed to enthusing fourth graders in 
their pursuit of health and happiness. 

Science and the Way to Health— 
by J. Mace Andress, Ph.D. and 
Maud A. Brown, M.S. Ginn and 
Co. This is designed for use as a 
text in junior high school. It intro- 
duces the pupil to the spirit of science 
in relation to healthful living. The 
spirit and method of modern medi- 
cine and hygiene are presented 
through the lives of “health heroes” 
and sound and wholesome habits and 
attitudes toward self and community 
are emphasized. At the end of each 
chapter “Interesting Things to Do” 
are suggested to stimulate the inter- 
est and thinking of the pupils. The 
book is full of interesting illustra- 
tions. 

Teaching Health in Fargo—by 
Maud K. Brown. The Common- 
wealth Fund, Division of Publica- 
tions. This account of the evolution 
of health teaching in Fargo during 
the progress of the Commonwealth 
Fund’s five year child health demon- 
stration in that city (1923-28) is 
written in narrative vein and is full 
of “human interest.” Under the 
chapter heads “Health Education, 
The Problem”; “Direct Instruction, 
The Facts of Health Behavior’; 
“Correlation, Linking Health with 
Other Subjects,” and “Contests and 
Related Services,” the author writes 
an intensely interesting story of how 
“Fargo teachers learned that they 
could teach children by means of 
what used to be called hygiene.”

Rehabilitation 


The Committee on After-Care and 
Social Reestablishment of the Board 
of Directors of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association, Chairman, Dr. 
A. M. Forster, Cragmor, Colorado, 
is carrying on through the National 
Office a study of the methods being 
used throughout the country in hand- 
ling discharged sanatorium cases. It 
has been estimated that sanatoria in 
this country represent an investment 
of over $300,000,000. Should not 
sanatoria see that discharged patients 
are placed in an environment suitable 
to maintain the “cure” so that this 
investment may bring in its proper 
social return? What becomes of dis- 
charged patients? How often do 
they return to suitable jobs? Is in- 
dustry becoming more sympathetic 
in making places for them? Who 
looks after the wife who goes back 
from the sanatorium to life on the 
farm? Later on we hope to be able 
to answer some of these questions. 
Any account of attempts to meet 
these problems will be welcomed. 
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
